Beginning  Anew 

On  September  10,  1985,  Head- 
master Peter  W.  Bragdon  officially 
welcomed  120  new  students  to  join 
the  224  returning  students,  thereby 
launching  the  223rd  year  of  the 
Academy. 

Governor  Dummer  Academy  is 
the  thirteenth  oldest  independent 
school  in  the  country  and  the  oldest 
boys'  boarding  school. 

With  a  total  enrollment  of  344  stu- 
dents, 216  are  boarders  and  128  day 
students;  205  of  the  students  are 
boys  and  139  girls.  The  students 
come  from  21  states  and  6  foreign 
countries. 

Director  of  admissions  Michael 
M.  Moonves  reports  that  the  enter- 
ing students  represent  greater  geo- 
graphic distribution  than  in  recent 
years.  Likewise,  Richard  N.  Leavitt, 
dean  of  faculty  and  director  of 
studies,  observes  that  the  tested 
ability  of  the  entering  students 
ranks  higher  than  in  the  past. 


Summer  Respite 

The  summer  months  offer  the 
opportunity  for  many  activities  for 
a  faculty  —  study,  relaxation,  travel, 
preparation  for  the  forthcoming 
year  and  so  it  was  for  many  of  the 
GDA  faculty.  Dave  and  Connie  Wil- 
liams (Dave  is  chairman  of  the  His- 
tory Department)  led  a  group  of  22 
alumni,  parents  and  their  families 
on  a  2V2  week  tour  of  Russia;  Dick 
Leavitt  and  Ken  Casazza,  chairman, 
Math  Department,  worked  over- 
time throughout  the  summer 
designing  and  writing  software  for 
records,  scheduling  and  reporting; 
and  many  teachers  studied 
advanced  courses  in  their  fields. 

Activities  on  campus  for  the 
administration  and  building  and 
grounds  crews  were  busy.  Number 
one  priority  was  the  construction  of 
the  on-campus  faculty  residences 
(to  be  featured  in  detail  in  the 
winter  Archon):  two  two-unit  town- 
houses  and  two  homes.  Construc- 
tion began  approximately  May  1 


and  continued  right  up  to  Labor 
Day.  Exterior  work  was  still  in 
process  through  September.  (Mr. 
Bragdon  writes  about  the  impor- 
tance of  this  additional  faculty 
housing  in  his  article  in  the  Annual 
Report  section). 

In  addition,  the  Frost  Library  was 
completely  repainted  and  carpeted, 
several  buildings  were  painted 
inside  and  out,  and  path  and  road- 
ways repaved. 

Summer  is  a  time  to  maintain  and 
preserve  our  beautiful  25-million- 
dollar  campus. 

Trustees  elected 

Two  new  trustees  of  Governor 
Dummer  Academy  were  elected  at 
the  May  meeting  of  the  board  — 
William  L.  Alfond  '67  of  Dexter, 
Maine  and  Courtney  S.  Wang  '74  of 
Arlington,  Virginia.  Both  men  have 
been  very  visible  and  supportive  of 
alumni  activities  and  of  the 
Academy. 

Mr.  Alfond  is  vice-president  of 
manufacturing,  Dexter  Shoe  Co., 
headquartered  in  Dexter,  Maine.  He 
and  his  family  —  Joan,  Justin,  Ken- 
den  and  Reis  —  returned  to  the 
United  States  two  years  ago  after 
nine  years  in  Camuy,  Puerto  Rico, 
where  he  managed  the  Dexter  Shoe 
division.  Mr.  Alfond's  brother, 
Peter,  is  a  alumnus,  class  of  '71. 

The  Wang  name  is  synonymous 
with  computers.

Trustee  Dodge  Morgan  '50 
Prepares  for  Record  Sail

Dodge  Morgan  will  realize  a 
25-year  dream  when  he  sails  out  of 
Portland,  Maine,  October  14,  aim- 
ing for  a  record  solo  circumnaviga- 
tion of  the  world  in  less  that  220 
days. 

Morgan,  53,  will  sail  his  Ted 
Hood-designed,  60-foot  cutter, 
American  Promise,  in  pursuing  the 
non-stop  record. 

"I've  single-handed  before,"  said 
Morgan  the  day  before  the  million- 
dollar  American  Promise  was  com- 


missioned at  Little  Harbor  Custom 
Yachts  in  Marblehead  June  8. 

"I  lived  on  an  old  schooner  for 
two  and  a  half  years  (in  the  late 
'50s).  I  sailed  from  Maine  to  Alaska. 
But  I  had  to  stop  and  work  because 
I  was  broke  all  the  time.  I  really 
would  have  done  it  then,  but  it  was 
necessary  to  earn  some  money 
first." 

In  the  time  between  the  1960  sail 
of  his  36-foot  wooden  gaff-rigged 
schooner,  Coaster,  and  now, 
entrepreneur  Morgan  worked  in 
journalism  and  public  relations  in 
Alaska  and  then,  in  1971,  estab- 
lished what  has  become  a  success- 
ful electronics  firm,  Controlonics  of 
Westford,  Mass. 

Three  years  ago  the  tall,  fit, 
former  Air  Force  fighter  pilot  sold 
the  company  and,  while  continuing 
as  chairman  of  the  board,  focused 
his  energies  on  his  long-sought 
goal. 

"Three  years  ago  my  plans  came 
together,"  said  Morgan.  "I  said, 
'Now  it's  time  to  sell  the  company 
and  do  it,  and  this  time  I  can  really 
do  it  right.'  " 

Accustomed  to  success,  Morgan 
has  planned  the  project  in 
meticulous  detail.  He  commis- 
sioned a  boat  for  this  purpose  and 
has  spent  the  summer  testing  all 
systems  before  he  heads  out  on  his 
own,  carrying  everything  he  will 
need  for  a  290-day  voyage  during 
which  he  will  have  no  physical  con- 
tact with  the  outside  world. 


Designing  American  Promise  was 
no  simple  task,  given  the  extremes 
the  vessel  and  Morgan  will  have  to 
endure.  A  total  of  27,459  nautical 
miles  will  be  sailed  non-stop.  A 
220-day  voyage  would  require  aver- 
aging 125  nautical  miles  per  day 
and  a  5.2-knot  speed.  Wind  speeds 
of  24  knots  or  higher  will  be 
experienced  for  almost  half  of  the 
voyage,  mostly  in  the  southern 
oceans  and  while  sailing  before  the 
wind. 

Past  solo  circumnavigations  indi- 
cate that  a  boat  will  be  subjected  to 
an  average  of  2.5  knockdowns  of  90 
degrees  or  more. 

A  major  factor  in  the  design  was 
the  need  to  reduce  skipper  fatigue. 
To  this  end,  the  boat  is  relatively 
heavy  displacement  —  59,500 
pounds  compared  to  the  1982  BOC 
(round-the-world  race)  average  of 
34,000  pounds.  Hull  and  rig  were 
painstakingly  designed  for  relative 
comfort  and  ease  of  handling. 

"I  will  give  up  a  knot  of  speed  if  I 
get  back  two  hours  a  day  of  rest, 
which  I  can  use  to  keep  my  brain 
working  well  to  do  a  better  navigat- 
ing job,"  said  Morgan. 

Despite  the  fact  that  Morgan  will 
have  no  contact  with  shore,  ship  or 
aircraft,  and  will  receive  no  provi- 
sions or  assistance  to  accomplish 
his  record  sail,  he  will  have  radio 
contact  with  the  rest  of  the  world, 
possibly  through  a  ham  system. 


He  also  carries  camera  and 
recording  equipment  to  log  the 
voyage.  Morgan  has  prepared  phys- 
ically with  a  fitness  program  that 
includes  cycling  and  weight  lifting. 
(Ed.:  In  addition  he  has  packed 
thirteen  books  given  to  him  by  Mr. 
Bragdon.) 

But  an  even  greater  challenge  will 
be  the  months  of  solitude.  Morgan 
will  be  the  subject  of  a  before-and- 
after  study  by  the  Boston  College 
psychology  department  on  the 
effects  of  loneliness  over  a  long 
period  of  time. 

As  to  what  Morgan  expects  his 
epic  journey  to  be  like,  he  said:  "We 
all  know  what  sailing  is  like.  It's 
long  periods  of  monotony  and  bore- 
dom, punctuated  by  short  periods 
of  panic." 

(Editor:  Dodge  has  and  will  con- 
tinue to  receive  substantial  media 
coverage.  All  of  us  who  know  him 
and  his  family  wish  him  well  on 
this  epic  voyage.)

Commencement 
Address 

by  U.S.  Senator  Paul  Tsongas 

Let  me  say  to  the  Dean  that  I  was 
pleased  to  hear  the  comments  about 
Dennis  Johnson.  I've  been  to  a  lot  of 
commencements  in  this  season,  and 
invariably  it's  Larry  Bird  this  or 
Kevin  McHale  that.  As  the  presenta- 
tions went  along  and  no  reference  to 
the  Celtics,  I  was  wondering  how 
very  isolated  this  school  must  be.  So 
I  feel  we  have  returned  to  normalcy. 

I'm  pleased  by  your  invitation.  It 
gave  me  an  opportunity  to  get  lost 
in  neighboring  roadways.  Some  of 
you  probably  shared  the  same 
experience  this  morning.  But  I 
find  events  like  this  somewhat 
unsettling. 

Twenty-seven  years  ago  I  gradu- 
ated from  high  school,  and  I've  no 
idea  who  spoke  to  me  at  that  com- 
mencement. And  twenty-three  years 
ago  I  graduated  from  Dartmouth 
and  again  have  no  idea  who  spoke 
at  my  commencement.  And  eigh- 
teen years  ago  I  graduated  from  law 
school;  and  since  that  was  the  mid- 
sixties,  I  did  not  even  go  to  my 
graduation.  And  so  by  definition,  I 
have  no  idea  who  spoke  to  me  there 
either.  So  I'm  zero  for  three  in  my 
own  life  as  I  am  sure  I'm  going  to  be 
the  great  trivia  question  at  your 
reunion. 


My  other  hesitation  is  that  when  I 
began  my  political  career  and  began 
to  give  commencement  speeches,  I 
found  I  was  very  uncomfortable 
speaking  to  high-school-level  gradu- 
ates, and  I  stopped  doing  it.  For  two 
reasons:  one,  that  again  as  a  product 
of  the  sixties,  I  remember  all  too 
well  speaking  to  students,  some  of 
whom  left  their  graduation,  went  off 
to  Vietnam  and  were  killed.  And 
that  reality  hung  heavy  over  all 
those  who  graduated.  It  was  an 
external  force  that  took  a  lot  of  the 
joy  out  of  graduation.  And  so  it's 
difficult  to  go  to  similar  events  in  the 
succeeding  years  without  remem- 
bering what  that  was  about. 

But  the  main  reason  is  that  to  me 
high  school  is  not  my  own 
experience  as  a  student,  but  rather 
my  experience  as  a  teacher.  I  spent 
two  years  as  a  Peace  Corps  volun- 
teer teaching  in  a  small  village  in 
Ethiopia,  and  on  such  a  day  as  this 
in  such  a  lovely  setting,  I'm  brought 
back  to  a  very  different  setting  with 
very  different  students  in  very 
different  circumstances. 

I'll  tell  you  just  a  couple  of  stories. 
One  of  my  students  was  a  young 
man,  and  I  had  sent  to  Ethiopia  an 
American  football,  because  I  wanted 
to  introduce  them  to  the  highest  art 
form  of  our  culture.  Since  they  were 
very  good  at  soccer,  which  they 
called  football,  they  found  this  odd- 


shaped  ball  to  be  fascinating  and 
tried  to  kick  it  around.  It  didn't  do 
very  well,  and  I  tried  to  explain  to 
them,  "No,  you  carry  it  from  one 
side  to  the  other."  And  they  said, 
"That  sounds  all  too  easy."  So  I  said 
to  Petrioses  —  this  is  the  boy's  name 
—  "You  do  it  and  I'm  going  to  stop 
you."  He  was  twelve.  So  Petrioses 
got  the  ball  and  began  to  run,  ran  to 
me,  and  I  tackled  him  to  demon- 
strate clear  American  superiority, 
and  I  broke  his  collarbone.  Well,  we 
put  him  in  the  Jeep  and  drove  him 
into  the  capital  city  and  had  his 
shoulder  set,  his  collarbone  set,  and 
we  went  back  the  next  day  to  the 
village. 

Two  days  later  I  was  in  class  teach- 
ing, and  one  of  the  students  came 
up  to  me  and  said,  "Sir?"  (Do  they 
do  that  any  more?)  He  said,  "Sir, 
Petrioses  is  dying."  You  can  imagine 
how  I  felt  having  been  the  one  who 
broke  his  collarbone.  So  I  ran  down 
to  the  hut  he  lived  in,  and  sur- 
rounding the  hut  were  many 
women  in  black  uniforms  or  cloth- 
ing, and  they  were  chanting  "Petri- 
oses Immortal,  Petrioses  Immortal", 
which  means  'Petrioses  he  is  dying.' 
So  I  walked  in  and  went  over  to 
where  he  was  lying  down  and  said, 
"Petrioses,  what's  wrong  with  you?" 
He  said,  "Sir,  I  am  dying."  And  I 
said,  "What  are  you  dying  from?" 
And  he  said,  "I  don't  know,  sir,  but  I 
am  dying."  So  I  looked  at  him  as

best  I  could  and  felt  around  his 
shoulder  and  so  forth,  and  couldn't 
find  a  thing  wrong  with  him.  And 
then  I  began  to  listen  to  the  women 
outside  chanting,  "Immortal, 
Immortal";  and  I  realized  that  they 
had  convinced  him  that  he  was 
dying.  And  since  they  had  insisted 
that  he  was  dying,  he  said,  "Well,  I 
must  be  dying,"  and  started  to  die. 

So  I  ran  back  to  my  home  and 
brought  back  a  modern  American 
medicine  that  is  commonly  known 
as  M&M's,  which  may  have  some 
relevance  later,  I  understand.  So  I 
said  to  Petrioses  when  I  went  back, 
"Petrioses,  this  is  a  modern  Ameri- 
can medicine  that  has  been  recently 
researched  and  is  perfect  for  what  is 
wrong  with  you.  Take  two  of  them 
and  call  me  in  the  morning."  Petri- 
oses took  two  of  them  that  time  and 
twp  days  later  was  back  in  class  feel- 
ing wonderful. 

The  second  story  doesn't  work  out 
quite  so  well.  Another  student  was 
also  sick,  and  I  went  to  visit  him, 
and  he  was  in  fever.  And  I  didn't 
know  what  to  do  about  it,  but

caught  up  in  my  own  schedule  went 
back  to  class  and  three  days  later  he 
had  died,  never  having  been 
exposed  to  any  medical  advice  at  all. 

The  one  thing  about  Ethiopia  is 
that  my  students  came  from  farm 
families,  and  they  walked  in  some 
cases  hundreds  of  miles  to  be  in  this 
village  so  we  could  give  them  a 
high-school  education.  In  the  sum- 
mertime they  went  back  and  worked 
the  fields  with  their  parents.  What 
was  interesting  about  them  beyond 
the  personalities  was  that  each  one 
of  them  had  exactly  one  shirt  and 
one  pair  of  pants.  So  I  could  look  in 
the  distance  and  tell  by  the  color  of 
the  shirt  who  the  student  was.  Most 
of  them  did  not  have  shoes.  And  yet 
four  of  those  students  eventually 
came  to  the  United  States  on 
scholarships  for  their  senior  year, 
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and  two  of  them  were  top  students 
in  their  class. 

In  looking  back  on  those  students, 
I  remember  ten  of  them  who  lived 
in  my  house  my  second  year,  and 
they  were  the  best  students  in  the 
class.  Two  of  those  students  were 
executed  because  they  spoke  against 
the  new  government  of  Ethiopia. 
Two  others  have  died  from  illness 
and  the  starvation  that  is  going  on 
in  that  country.  Three  others  I  have 
never  heard  of  again,  and  three  I 
have  seen  in  the  United  States.  And 
I  remember  those  students  particu- 
larly at  a  time  like  this,  because  they 
were  as  bright  as  you  are.  But  their 
fate  turned  out  to  be  different 
because  of  circumstances. 

The  point  I'm  making  is  very  sim- 
ple. This  particular  setting  is  lovely, 
and  you  should  cherish  it.  But  the 
world  is  not  this  setting,  and  what 
you  have  been  given  here  are  the 
tools  and  the  skills  to  go  into  those 
other  settings  and  count  for 
something. 

The  difficult  question  of  course  is 
how  you  can  get  people  in  this  kind 
of  environment  who  have  not  been 
subjected  by  personal  experience  to 
what  has  happened  in  the  world  to 
feel  it.  I  don't  mean  intellectually  to 
understand  what  is  going  on  but  to 
feel  it  deep  inside  of  you.  I  certainly 
did  not  when  I  graduated  from 
Dartmouth.  The  furthest  I'd  been 
from  Lowell,  Massachusetts  was 
Annapolis,  Maryland  when  the 
Dartmouth  swimming  team  took  on 
Navy.  I  was  no  world  traveler  by  any 
definition  of  the  term,  and  yet  I 
found  myself  several  months  later 
living  in  the  middle  of  a  village  in 
Ethiopia.  That  was  the  dominating 
experience  of  my  lifetime,  and  in 
some  way  I  would  like  to  express  to 
you  that  you  hold  something  like 
that  out  for  your  own  experience. 

When  people  say  that  the  world  is 
fine  and  that  there  is  no  role  for  the 
United  States  to  play  in  changing 
that,  I  am  reminded  of  the  farmer 
who  was  in  an  automobile  accident, 
and  he  sued  the  other  side  for 
damages.  It  came  to  trial,  and  the 
attorney  for  the  other  side  put  the 
farmer  on  the  stand  and  said,  "At 
the  time  of  the  accident  you  said,  'I 
feel  fine.'  Did  you  say  that?"  And 
the  farmer  said,  "Yes,  I  did."  "Well," 
the  attorney  said,  "then  how  can 
you  possibly  sue  for  damages?" 
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"Well,  look,"  the  farmer  said.  "I'm 
driving  down  the  road  in  my  pick- 
up, and  the  cow's  in  the  back  of  my 
truck.  Your  client  came  across  the 
center  strip,  hit  me  broad-side,  and 
both  I  and  my  cow  went  flying  to 
the  side  of  the  road  very  badly  hurt. 
The  state  trooper  arrived  on  the 
scene,  looked  at  my  cow,  and  said 
"This  cow  is  in  terrible  shape,"  took 
out  his  revolver  and  bang,  right 
between  the  eyes.  And  he  said  to 
me,  'How  do  you  feel?'  And  I  said  "I 
feel  fine,  thank  you." 

Well,  everything  is  not  fine.  Part  of 
what  I  had  to  do  last  year,  leaving 
the  United  States  Senate,  was  sim- 
ply a  question  of  priorities.  You  all 
have  been  given  honors  today  and 
will  go  out  into  the  world.  I'm  told 
you  are  all  preprofessionals.  Well,  I 
was  a  professional,  and  by  any  stan- 
dard of  definition  was  successful  in 
my  endeavor.  But  there  is  more  to 
life  than  all  the  honors  and  degrees. 
It's  those  things  that  really  count  if 
you  are  human.  It's  what  you've 
done  with  your  life  and  the  people 
you've  helped.  I  know  that  sounds 
like  an  awful  cliche,  but  when  you 
do  it  you'll  understand  what  I  am 
talking  about.  When  I  left  the 
Senate,  I  came  to  a  different  life,  one 
that's  quieter.  My  wife  is  back  in  law 
school,  doing  better  than  I  ever  did 
in  law  school.  My  children  are  grow- 
ing up  under  normal  circumstances, 
and  what  we  have  seen  and  sought 
is  balance  in  perspective,  and  that  is 
what  we  have  gotten. 
One  other  point:  it  is  hard  to  look  at 
a  class  like  yours  and  not  ponder 
the  law  of  averages.  You  know  as 
well  as  I  do  the  law  of  averages  will 
work  its  will  on  your  class.  It 
worked  its  will  on  my  class  and  will 
do  so  on  every  class  that's  graduat- 
ing this  year.  The  simple  fact  is  that 
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some  of  you  will  live  long  lives, 
others  of  you  will  not.  Some  of  you 
will  be  honored  alumni,  some  won't 
be.  Some  will  embrace  family,  some 
of  you  will  never  be  able  to.  Some 
will  achieve  true  inner  contentment, 
and  some  of  you  will  seek  peace  in 
drugs  or  alcohol.  There  is  nothing 
different  in  your  class  from  any 
other  class  across  the  country. 

The  question  is  for  you  as  an 
individual  not  as  a  class,  and  what 
are  you  going  to  do  with  your  life? 
What  are  you  going  to  do  not  to  feel 
good,  but  to  feel  good  about  what 
you're  doing?  There  are  many 
answers  to  that;  eventually  you  will 
have  to  make  those  choices.  We  are 
told  that  all  you  seek,  your  genera- 
tion, is  Yuppiedom.  What  an  awful 
idea.  I'm  not  your  typical  yuppie. 
I've  never  owned  a  BMW,  I  still  can't 
tell  one  wine  from  another,  I  did  not 
get  my  American  Express  card  until 
last  month.  I  fail  all  the  standard 
criteria.  And  I  don't  think  that  doing 
things  to  feel  good  ultimately  gives 
one  satisfaction.  But  you  have  life 
and  it's  precious.  And  I  think  you 
should  honor  it.  To  say  that  life  is 
divided  into  pre-yuppiedom,  yup- 
piedom, and  post-yuppiedom,  I 
think  is  a  horrid  view  of  the  world. 
And  I  think  it  prevailed  among 
some  of  those  classes  before  you, 
who  I  had  sensed  in  the  last  couple 
of  years  had  changed  back  to  the 
kind  of  attitude  that  some  of  us  had 
in  the  1960's.  You  finally  have  to 
have  faith  in  yourself. 

You  know  there  is  a  fellow  from 
Massachusetts— well  I'll  say  New 
Hampshire  to  make  some  of  you 
feel  more  at  home— who  went  to 
Arizona  to  see  the  Grand  Canyon. 
We  don't  have  anything  quite  like 
that  here,  as  you  know,  except 
potholes  in  the  wintertime.  Anyway, 
he  was  at  the  Grand  Canyon  and  in 
looking  over  the  precipice  saw  5,000 
feet  straight  down.  He  was  totally 
awed  by  the  experience,  so  awed 
that  he  tripped  and  he  fell  over. 
Well,  there  was  a  tree  growing  about 
30  feet  below  the  rim,  and  he 
managed  to  grab  it  on  the  way 
down.  He  was  hanging  there  and 
finally  in  desperation  cried  out,"  Is 
anybody  there?"  And  finally  a  voice 
said,"  I  am  here  and  I  am  the  Lord." 
The  man  said,  "Well,  thank  God 
you're  there,  God.  Can  you  please 
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help  me?"  And  the  Lord  said,  "I 
would  be  inclined  to  help  you  if  you 
had  faith  in  me.  Do  you  have  faith 
in  me?"  "Well,  of  course  I  have  faith 
in  you,  but  could  you  please  hurry 
up?  My  fingers  are  slipping."  The 
Lord  said,  "All  right,  I  will  help  you. 
To  demonstrate  your  faith  in  me,  let 
go."  The  man  thought  for  a  moment 
and  cried  out,  "Is  there  anybody 
else  up  there?" 

The  point,  if  there  is  one,  is  that 
you're  all  that's  up  there,  and  if  this 
world  is  going  to  change  and  the 
tragedies  and  unhappiness  that  exist 
around  the  world  are  to  be  changed, 
you're  what's  up  there.  You  are  the 
talented,  the  skilled,  whether  you 
like  it  or  not,  the  elite  of  this  nation, 
and  it  is  your  responsibility  in  the 
global  society  to  take  those  skills 
elsewhere  and  at  least  spend  two 
years  of  your  lives  giving  to  other 
people.  And  I  give  you  my  word— if 
you  do  that— many,  many  years  later 
you'll  look  back  at  those  two  years, 
as  I  do,  as  the  best  two  years  of  your 
life. 

I  wish  you  well.  Thank  you.

Headmaster  Bragdon,  members  of 
the  faculty,  honored  guests  —  and 
most  important,  members  of  the 
graduating  class  of  1985. 

I  am  honored  that  you  have  asked 
me  to  be  your  Baccalaureate  speaker. 
I  count  it  as  a  privilege  —  and  a  sig- 
nificant responsibility  —  to  be  given 
these  moments  to  share  with  you 
some  of  my  own  personal  convic- 
tions. I  do  so  in  the  hope  that  some 
of  you  might  find  them  useful  as 
you  plan  your  own  futures  —  or  at 
least  intriguing  enough  to  give  them 
further  thought.  I  am  also  mindful 
of  the  fact  that  my  only  son  sits 
among  you  —  and  that  this  may  be 
an  opportunity  to  say  some  things 
to  him  that  I  would  want  him  to 
hear  as  he  now  faces  a  new  chapter 
in  his  life.  In  a  few  moments  I  am 
going  to  share  some  more  formal 
advice  —  taken  from  Mahatma 
Gandhi  —  but  I  want  to  first  share 
with  you  more  informally  my  own 
pilgrimage  in  life  to  date,  particu- 
larly as  my  own  religious  convic- 
tions have  played  a  role  in  that 
pilgrimage. 

I  was  born  and  raised  in  a  small 
city  —  really  a  town  in  those  days  — 


in  the  midwest,  very  different  cul- 
turally and  academically  from  this 
setting.  Most  of  my  friends  were  like 
me  —  from  families  of  limited  finan- 
cial resources  and  of  limited  educa- 
tional and  cultural  backgrounds. 
Private  schools,  for  example,  were 
almost  unknown  —  and  largely 
reserved  for  the  very  rich  or  the  very 
wild.  However,  I  did  receive  two 
gifts  —  largely  from  my  parents  — 
that  were  and  are  of  inestimable 
value. 

One  was  the  gift  of  love  —  not  in 
any  soupy  sense,  but  in  the  sense  of 
the  absolute  certainty  that  I  was 
wanted  and  appreciated  —  and  that 
it  would  always  be  that  way.  To  this 
day,  I  am  convinced  that  is  the  sin- 
gle most  important  gift  anyone  can 
receive.  Nothing  else  a  parent  can 
give  —  even  four  years  at  Governor 
Dummer  Academy  —  begins  to 
compare. 

The  other  important  gift  I  received 
—  largely  from  my  mother  —  was 
the  gift  of  faith  in  a  creative  person- 
hood  beyond  that  of  our  earthly 
understanding.  I  was  raised  in  a 
home  that  revolved  around  the 
specifics  of  the  Christian  faith  and  I 
remain  active  in  the  Christian 
church  today,  both  as  a  layman  and 
as  a  volunteer  member  of  our 
ministerial  staff.  But  my  sense  of 
belief  in  a  personal  God  goes  way 
beyond  the  boundaries  of  specific 
Christian  theology  and  embraces  an 
appreciation  of  all  people  and  all 
attempts  to  understand  our  place  on 
this  earth  and  in  this  vast  universe. 
My  life  has  taken  many  strange  and 
unexpected  turns;  I  could  never 
have  predicted  even  when  I  left  the 
ministry  to  enter  medical  school  in 


my  late  twenties  that  I  would  end 
up  practicing  medicine  primarily  on 
television.  But  despite  all  of  the 
unexpected  good  fortune  that  has 
come  my  way,  I  can  honestly  tell 
you  on  this  day  in  June  of  1985  that 
nothing  I  have  experienced  thus  far 
compares  in  value  or  worth  with  the 
gifts  of  love  and  faith  which  I 
received  as  a  child  —  and  which 
have  nurtured  me  to  this  day.  I 
would  not  trade  those  gifts  for  all  of 
the  fame  and  fortune  in  the  world. 
To  feel  loved  —  and  to  have  faith  in 
the  ultimate  triumph  of  good  —  are 
resources  that  can  allow  one  to  sur- 
mount almost  any  difficulty.  In  my 
current  activities,  I  deal  with  so- 
called  successful  people  —  many  of 
them  very  rich  and  very  famous  — 
almost  every  day.  And  I  have 
learned  —  time  and  again  —  that 
what  makes  them  happy  if  they  are 
happy  is  not  their  wealth  or  their 
fame,  but  their  conviction  that  they 
are  worth  something  apart  from 
fame  and  wealth  —  and  that  they 
have  something  to  give  apart  from 
their  fame  and  wealth. 

Indeed,  I  would  submit  to  you 
this  bold  statement:  that  if  you  think 
you  will  be  happy  in  life  by  achiev- 
ing success  without  also  establishing 
loving  relationships  and  an  opportu- 
nity to  give  of  yourself  to  others,  you 
will  ultimately  be  certain  to  be  dis- 
appointed. Put  another  way,  if  I 
have  learned  one  lesson  in  my  now 
nearly  49  years  of  life  it  is  that  we 
truly  receive  happiness  only  as  we 
can  give  of  ourselves  and  our  talents 
beyond  the  point  of  simply  earning 
a  living  —  or  achieving  some  kind  of 
status  or  success.  Don't  misunder- 
stand me  for  a  moment.  You  should 
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run  to  the  fullest  with  whatever 
kind  of  gifts  and  talents  you  have. 
You  should  develop  them  to  the 
limits  of  your  ability  and  endurance. 
But  you  should  always  be  asking, 
along  the  way,  how  those  talents 
and  achievements  can  be  put  to  use 
for  the  good  of  others  and  the  nur- 
turing of  relationships  in  your  own 
life.  For  if  your  achievements  bring 
you  only  money  or  status  —  with  no 
sense  of  returned  appreciation  or 
affection  —  you  will  be  left  holding 
empty  bags.  All  of  which  brings  me 
to  Mahatma  Gandhi.  I  happen  to  be 
a  member  of  a  group  known  as 
"First  Tuesday"  which  is  composed 
of  allegedly  successful  business  and 
professional  people.  We  meet  on  the 
first  Tuesday  of  every  month  to 
listen  to  a  speaker  —  either  one  of 
our  own  group  or  someone  from  the 
outside  —  who  addresses  ethical 
and  spiritual  issues,  rather  than 
explicitly  business  or  professional 
concerns.  At  one  of  our  recent  meet- 
ings, the  speaker  presented 
Gandhi's  assessment  of  the  world's 
seven  sins.  They  are  different  from 
the  "sins"  we  usually  talk  about,  but 
they  are  indeed  sinful,  in  my  judge- 
ment, not  only  for  what  they  do  to 
the  practitioner  of  the  sins  —  but  for 
what  they  do  to  the  surrounding 
world  and  its  people.  I  will  now 
read  you  Gandhi's  list  and  then 
comment  briefly,  very  briefly,  on 
each  one  of  them. 

Politics  without  Principle: 
-most  obvious  sin 
-description  of  Nazi  Germany 
-at  personal  level,  principles 

involved  in  treating  others  as  we 

would  be  treated 
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Worship  without  Sacrifice: 

-such  worship  is  called  hypocrisy 

-in  this  country  we  are  so  glib  about 

use  of  religious  language 
-but  unless  we  live  the  principles 

behind  the  language,  it  is  devilishly 

destructive 

Science  without  Humanity: 
-examples  from  medicine  where 

technology  outstrips  our  ethics 
-maybe  the  most  telling  example  of 

all  is  the  development  of  nuclear 

technology 

Commerce  without  Morality: 
-recent  e.g.'s  from  American 
industry 

-but  not  only  does  it  corrupt  the 
macro  processes  of  industry,  but 
also  reduces  the  individuals  of  a 
company  to  uncertainty  about  their 
morals 

Knowledge  without  Character: 
-the  difference  between  knowledge 
and  wisdom 

-for  me,  turning  point  was  the  read- 
ing of  The  Best  and  the  Brightest 
(Vietnam  War) 

Pleasure  without  Conscience: 
-a  more  subtle  sin  and  temptation 
-cynics  suggest  that  ultimately  the 
human  animal  no  better  than  lower 
forms  of  animal  life  —  bottom  line 
is  to  experience  pleasure  and  avoid 
pain 

-yuppie  T-Shirt:  one  who  dies  with 
the  most  toys  wins, 
-pleasure  obtained  without  principle 
and  without  regard  to  others  is  hol- 


low; offices  of  psychiatrists  filled 
with  persons  who  have  achieved 
huge  gobs  of  pleasure  but  are 
empty  inside 

Wealth  without  Work: 

-by  virtue  of  your  achievement 
today,  you  are  wealthier  than  vast 
majority  of  people  in  this  world 

-and  some  of  you  are  literally 
wealthier  than  most 

-but  if  you  simply  take  that  wealth, 
in  money  or  in  other  gifts,  and  do 
not  put  it  to  use  to  grow  and  help 
advance  the  cause  of  the  human 
race,  you  will  never  achieve  self- 
respect,  let  alone  the  respect  of 
others.  You  will  be  fat  on  the  out- 
side and  starving  on  the  inside. 

In  closing: 

"But  to  everyone,  in  whatever  state 
of  life  he  finds  himself,  the  ethics  of 
reverence  for  life  do  this:  they  force 
him  without  cessation  to  be  con- 
cerned at  heart  with  all  the  human 
destinies  and  all  the  other  life- 
destinies  which  are  going  through 
their  life-course  around  him,  and  to 
give  himself  as  man,  to  the  man 
who  needs  a  fellow-man.  They  will 
not  allow  the  scholar  to  live  only  for 
his  learning,  even  if  his  learning 
makes  him  very  useful,  nor  the 
artist  to  live  only  for  his  art,  even  if 
by  means  of  it  he  gives  something  to 
many.  They  do  not  allow  the  very 
busy  man  to  think  that  with  his 
professional  activities  he  has  ful- 
filled every  demand  upon  him. 
They  demand  from  all  that  they 
devote  a  portion  of  their  life  to 
their  fellows."

.ere  in  the  middle  of  the  fall, 
Alumni  and  Reunion  Weekend, 
June  1985  could  seem  like  a  long 
time  ago  yet  the  memories  of  a  sun- 
filled  joyous  weekend  are  still  very 
vivid  making  it  seem  like  just  a 
short  time  ago.

The  Headmaster's  Message 


Enduring  accomplishment  per- 
meated this  last  year.  Although 
faced  with  tragedy  when  we  lost  a 
young  graduate,  a  senior  and  our 
senior  master,  the  essential  strength 
of  the  Governor  Dummer  Academy 
community  triumphed  when  tested 
on  these  occasions  and  in  less 
wrenching  circumstances. 

The  completion  of  the  Kaiser 
Visual  Arts  Center  was  a  major  step 
for  our  burgeoning  arts  program. 
During  seemingly  idle  moments  of 
the  spring  lone  artists  could  be  seen 
lost  in  concentration  while  bent  over 
projects.  A  superb  student  art  show 
in  the  Youngman  Gallery  and  else- 
where in  the  building  would  not 
have  reached  such  a  level  of  excel- 
lence without  this  magnificent  and 
functional  structure  as  a  conduit  for 
such  creativity. 


Behind  Ingham  Dormitory  a  curv- 
ing road  is  now  bracketed  by  four 
structures:  two  single-family  homes 
and  two  townhouses  with  two 
family  units  in  each.  The  construc- 
tion of  these  homes  and  the  pur- 
chase of  nearby  Noyes  House  will 
provide  the  kind  of  dwelling  the 
dedicated  master  deserves  and 
increase  the  total  number  of  masters 
on  our  campus  always  within  reach 
of  students. 

Further  steps  in  the  right  direction 
were  provided  by  the  brilliant  aca- 
demic, artistic  and  athletic  perfor- 
mances by  the  Class  of  '85;  these 
accomplishments  were  recognized 
by  colleges  and  universities  with 
excellent  placement.  The  admissions 
department  reports  that  forty  per- 
cent of  the  new  students  entering 
Governor  Dummer  Academy  next 


September  are  from  outside  of 
Massachusetts  and  New  Hampshire. 
This  return  to  a  national  and  inter- 
national base  is  encouraging.  A  vari- 
ety of  backgrounds  and  origins  on 
our  campus  will  provide  a  secure 
base  for  the  future,  a  deeper  sense 
of  commmunity,  and  a  more  vital 
environment  for  all  concerned 
including  our  superb  day  students. 
Senator  Paul  Tsongas  of  Mass- 
achusetts honored  the  Class  of  '85  at 
graduation  with  this  candid  mes- 
sage, a  statement  which  fits  the 
traditional  mission  of  the  Academy:

By  now  the  greater  Governor  Dum- 
mer Academy  family  is  aware  of  some 
of  the  sadness  and  challenges  that 
visited  the  campus  this  year.  At  the 
time  these  issues  dominated  our  per- 
ceptions, masking  progress  towards  our 
new  goals  and  achievement  of  our  tradi- 
tional purposes.  Actually,  1984-85  wit- 
nessed several  important  successes  in 
the  academic  life  of  the  school,  some 
obvious  and  some  quieter,  behind-the- 
scene  turns.  Here,  then  is  an  opportune 
moment  to  broadcast  representative 
triumphs  that  coincided  with  the 
Academy's  once  again  proving  its  metal. 

In  the  process  of  carrying  on  with  our 
traditional  college  preparatory  program, 
students  excelled.  George  Hasapidis 
captured  a  National  Merit  Scholarship. 
Senior  college  board  scores  returned  to 
a  high  point  not  matched  in  fifteen 
years  and  students  throughout  the 
school  enrolled  in  heavier  course  loads. 

The  Kaiser  Visual  Arts  Center 
provided  very  attractive  facilities  and 
space  long  needed.  The  ceramics  studio 
will  provide  a  new  course  offering  to 
supplement  course  work  and  non-credit 
creativity  in  the  art  and  photography 
studios.  The  appealing  exhibit  areas 
arrived  just  in  time  for  a  magnificent 
show  by  three  seniors.  Their  pieces,  in 
my  opinion,  were  the  best  student 
works  shown  here  in  twenty  years  and 
earned  them  the  highest  scores  in  the 
advanced  placement  program  ever. 

Also  in  the  Fine  Arts  Department  was 
the  birth  of  a  course  —  Advanced  Vocal 
Technique  —  akin  to  the  Advanced 
Improvizational  Music  for  instrumen- 
talists. Our  musicians  continued  to 
shine,  hosting  the  musical  portion  of 
the  Bradley  Arts  Festival  in  the  Thomp- 
son Performing  Arts  Center  in  May. 

The  qualifier  "Honors  Courses"  took 
on  new  meaning.  Some  courses,  such 
as  Honors  Precalculus  (Math  4A),  will 
continue  to  represent  a  section  of  the 
most  able  students  studying  somewhat

tor. The  list  could  go  on  with  names  of 
caring  and  sensitive  young  people  in  the 
class  of  1985  that  made  this  year  a  spe- 
cial one. 

In  athletics,  the  Governors  put  on 
their  best  performances  during  the 
winter.  The  men's  basketball  team,  led 
by  Steve  Bucknall,  won  the  ISL  and 
New  England  Class  C  Championship 
while  the  men's  JV  team  completed  an 
undefeated  season.

Our  seniors  have  fared  well;  our  sights 
were  set  high,  and  this  paid  rich  divi- 
dends. Those  students  who  were  denied 
positions  at  the  most  selective  colleges 
and  universities  were  accepted  at 
schools  of  similar  academic  caliber. 
Despite  demographics,  applications  of 
highly  qualified  students  across  the 
country  increased  at  the  most  competi- 
tive colleges  and  universities  —  making 
acceptances  at  these  most  competitive 
schools  marks  of  genuine  distinction. 

Of  our  seniors  57%  were  accepted  at 
their  first-choice  school,  while  nearly 
26%  of  the  seniors  were  admitted  at 
their  second  choice  school.  Every  stu- 
dent had  a  choice  of  colleges  to  attend. 
Each  student  was  encouraged  to  apply 
to  at  least  one  school  that  was  "out-of- 
reach"  relative  to  his/her  record.  In 
several  cases,  acceptances  were  received 
at  these  "out-of-reach"  schools. 

Multiple  applications  were  encouraged 
at  Ivy  League  schools,  and  final  admis- 
sions results  substantiated  that  this  was 
strategically  appropriate. 

Bill  Sperry  and  I  contacted  by  tele- 
phone —  or  in  person  —  every  college 
that  received  Governor  Dummer  appli- 
cations. For  the  first  time  in  recent  years, 
every  senior  had  positive  college  options. 

Furthermore,  it  should  be  noted  that 
cordial  relations  between  the  Academy 
and  the  colleges  was  a  primary  focus 
this  year.  Considerable  time  was 
expended  traveling  to  admission  coun- 
selor meetings,  attending  conferences, 
college  tours,  and  talking  —  with  EVERY 
college  —  about  our  applicants  and  the 
Academy.  Knowing  the  admissions 
officer  across  the  desk  or  at  the  other 
end  of  the  phone  was  most  beneficial. 

I  have  found  our  seniors,  for  the  most 
part,  to  be  extremely  goal  oriented  and 
conscientious  about  the  college  admis- 
sions process.  The  class  of  '85  was  a 
pleasure  with  whom  to  work.

The  1984-85  year  in  admissions  was 
an  excellent  one  for  Governor  Dummer 
Academy.  Statistically,  more  families 
(585)  visited  the  campus  and  more  final 
applications  (460)  were  received  tha'n 
ever  before  in  our  history.  It  is  also 
noteworthy  that  the  majority  of  our  new 
boarding  students  come  from  states 
other  than  Massachusetts  and  New 
Hampshire.  We  are  clearly  making 
important  strides  in  becoming  a  truly 
national  school. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity 
to  extend  my  sincere  thanks  and 
appreciation  to  Dorothy  Ogden,  who  is 
leaving  after  having  spent  the  last  ten 
years  with  me  in  the  Admissions  Office. 
She  and  her  husband,  John  (former 
head  of  the  English  department  at 
GDA)  will  be  moving  to  Tampa,  Florida 
where  John  will  be  teaching  in  a  private 
day  school.  Dorothy's  service  to  Gover- 
nor Dummer  Academy  has  been  invalu- 
able; her  presence  in  Byfield  will  be 
sorely  missed.  Replacing  Dorothy  is  Joy 
Sawyer  Mulligan  who  will  be  moving  to 
admissions  from  the  position  of  associ- 
ate dean.  Both  Larry  Piatelli  and  I  are 
very  excited  about  Joy's  joining  our 
team. 

As  the  new  school  year  approaches, 
plans  are  well  under  way  for  travel  all 
across  the  country.  Our  personal  con- 
tacts last  year  definitely  added  to  the 
geographical  diversity  of  our  applicant 
pool.  It  is  our  earnest  hope  that  alumni 
and  parents  will  support  our  efforts  by 
recommending  well-qualified  candi- 
dates for  Governor  Dummer.  If  we  all 
work  together,  the  reality  of  being  a 
truly  national  school  is  imminent.

The  Development  Committee  Report 


Edward  T.  O'Dell,  Jr.,  Chairman 

Can  you  believe  it!  Annual  Fund 
giving  soared  from  $312,000  to 
$480,000  —  an  incredible  54% 
increase.  This  could  not  have  hap- 
pened without  the  hard  work, 
generosity,  and  dedication  of  the 
alumni  and  parents. 

The  strength  of  this  year's  Annual 
Fund  is  evident  from  the  following 
statistics: 

•  Alumni  giving  increased  75% 

•  63%  of  alumni  increased  their 
gift 

•  Alumni  participation  reached  43% 

•  8%  of  alumni  donors  gave  for  the 
first  time 

•  Parent  giving  has  increased  475% 
over  5  years 

•  The  trustees  gave  $121,800  to  the 
Annual  Fund  a  97%  increase 

The  key  to  this  year's  success  is 
the  fact  that,  under  the  leadership  of 
Mirick  Friend  '59,  63%  of  alumni 
increased  their  gift,  and  an  increas- 
ing number  of  alumni  became  first- 
time  givers.  But,  we  must  continue 
to  persuade  alumni  to  increase  their 
gifts  and  convert  nongivers  to  givers 
if  GDA's  Annual  Fund  is  to  become 
and  remain  competitive  with  those 
of  other  comparable  independent 
schools.  Next  year  we  must  raise 
alumni  participation  over  the  50% 
mark  and  increase  the  average  gift  of 
alumni  to  exceed  $250. 

Success  of  this  year's  development 
efforts  did  not  stop  at  the  Annual 
Fund.  Under  the  able  leadership  of 
Dick  Condon,  the  Senior  Parents 
donated  a  record  $86,230,  exceeding 
their  ambitious  $75,000  goal.  These 
monies,  together  with  a  matching 
gift  of  a  trustee,  made  possible  the 
construction  of  two  faculty  houses 
on  Faculty  Lane. 


In  addition  to  the  Annual  Fund, 
nearly  $430,000  was  donated  to  capi- 
tal and  endowment  purposes  —  up 
from  $335,000  last  year.  This  means 
an  aggregate  of  over  $910,000  was 
donated  to  GDA  this  year.  Imagine, 
only  five  years  ago  aggregate  dona- 
tions were  less  than  $200,000. 

In  summary,  we  have  indeed 
come  a  long  way  over  the  past  five 
years.  With  the  continuation  of  the 
success  we  have  enjoyed  this  year,  I 
can  envision  Governor  Dummer's 
Annual  Fund  becoming  fully  com- 
petitive with  all  other  comparable 
independent  schools  in  this 
geographical  area. 

However,  endowment  is  another 
matter.  Governor  Dummer's  endow- 
ment of  approximately  $5  million  is 
a  mere  fraction  of  that  of  other  com- 
parable schools  such  as  Middlesex 
($14  million),  Brooks  ($12  million), 
Groton  ($35  million),  Milton  ($32 
million)  and  St.  Marks  ($14  million). 
The  development  efforts  will  not 
truly  be  successful  until  the 
Academy's  endowment  is  compara- 
ble to  that  of  the  schools  with  which 
it  competes. 

Governor  Dummer  Academy's 
endowment  must  be  increased  from 
$5  million  to  $15  million  over  the 
next  five  years  to  seven  years  in 
order  to  bring  the  Academy  on  the 
same  footings  of  these  other 
independent  schools.  That  is  frankly 
a  herculean  task.  It  can  only  be 
accomplished  if  the  Academy 
receives  from  its  constituency  a  level 
of  generosity,  dedication,  and  deter- 
mination above  and  beyond  that 
which  it  has  enjoyed  in  the  past.  If 
the  results  of  this  year's  Annual 
Fund  are  any  indication,  I  am  confi- 
dent it  can  be  done.

different  syllabii  with  greater  depth.  But 
in  English  and  science  students  will 
now  do  extra  evening  seminar  work  or 
research  projects  —  the  latter  in  con- 
junction with  a  grant  to  the  University 
of  New  Hampshire  —  to  earn  the 
"honors"  distinction.  This  is  an  exciting 
intellectual  prospect. 

The  new  elective  in  intermediate  com- 
puter programming  not  only  succeeded 
in  its  own  goals  but  stimulated  several 
new  directions.  The  four-week  introduc- 
tion given  in  the  tenth  grade  as  part  of 
the  geometry  course  will  be  presented 
in  smaller  doses  —  once  a  week  all  year. 
Other  departments  are  experimenting 
with  the  computer's  use  as  a  tool  in 
their  curricula.  And,  of  course,  con- 
siderable demand  for  word-processing 
facilities  has  come  forth  from  theme 
and  position-paper  writers. 

As  tailors  of  the  academic  program, 
the  department  heads  gushed  over  the 
chance  to  alter  the  scheduling  of 


sequential  programs  in  mathematics, 
French  and  Spanish,  thereby  allowing 
us  to  better  match  program  with  stu- 
dents while  avoiding  the  shortcomings 
of  tracking.  With  semester-length 
courses,  a  new  student  with  too  little 
for  second  year  French  but  too  much  for 
first  year  can  enter  the  middle  of  first 
year  French.  The  student  in  over  his 
head  by  Christmas  time  can  now  back 
up  one  semester  at  mid-year  and  not 
lose  a  whole  year.  The  computer 
deserves  some  credit  for  this  advance, 
too.  Without  it  we  would  not  be  able  to 
modify  our  program  to  meet  student 
needs  while  preserving  content  and 
character. 

This  summer  has  been  devoted  to 
writing  software  to  assist  scheduling 
and  to  maintain  all  student  records.  We 
will  now  be  able  to  process  grades  and 
records  in  a  more  timely  and  productive 
fashion.  Fear  not,  however!  The 
machine  will  not  make  decisions  about 
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our  students;  it  will  simply  be  a  very 
efficient  assistant  to  the  scheduler  and 
registrar. 

A  change  of  venue  was  instituted  in 
the  Language  Department  which  will 
affect  alumni  with  fond  memories  of 
the  Noyes  Library.  Latin  will  move  into 
"Uncle  Tom's  Cabin"  to  accommodate 
its  greater  enrollment,  while  the  Ger- 
man program  will  join  its  sister  modern 
tongues  in  Parsons  Schoolhouse. 

I'm  excited,  too,  to  find  more  of  our 
faculty  this  summer  than  ever  studying 
or  traveling  in  connection  with  their 
teaching  careers  —  Harvard,  Wesleyan, 
Ireland,  Russia,  and  workshops  to 
name  a  few.  The  faculty's  spirit  was 
enhanced  this  winter  when  the  Trustees 
authorized  construction  of  six  houses  to 
honor  "the  master."  This  tremendous 
vote  of  confidence  can't  help  but  bear 
good  fruit  for  the  students  these 
masters  guide! 

In  all,  the  222nd  year  of  the  Academy 
was  significant,  indeed.

The  Arts  — 
Evolution  in  Action 

by  Christopher  D.  Stowens 

Evolution  is  a  remarkable  process. 
It  is  growth  through  change  and 
change  through  growth.  It  is  stimuli 
and  reaction,  a  relationship 
between  cause  and  effect.  The 
evolutionary  theory  of  life  is  cur- 
rently as  always,  a  controversial 
subject;  it  is  difficult  to  document 
and  study  for  the  most  minute  of 
changes  may  take  tens  of  thousands 
of  years  to  occur.  Not  so  the  evolu- 
tion of  Governor  Dummer 
Academy.  The  changes  in  our 
microcosm  are  far  easier  to  see  and 
fortunately  ours  involve  only  two 
hundred  and  twenty-three  years. 

The  opening  and  dedication  of 
the  Kaiser  Visual  Arts  Center  in 
April  represent  a  dramatic  example 
of  how  Governor  Dummer 
Academy  is  constantly  striving  not 
only  to  provide  our  students  with 
new  exciting  educational  opportuni- 
ties, but  also  to  meet  the  demands 
of  a  more  worldly  and  sophisticated 
student  body.  The  current  entering 
freshman  has  already  grown  bored 
with  experiences  that  more  mature 
alumni  would  have  considered 
science  fiction  —  computer  games, 
music  videos,  their  own  Master- 
cards, are  all  old-hat  now. 

Can  you  remember  the  fourteen- 
year-olds  of  the  '40s,  '50s,  '60s,  even 
the  '70s?  He  or  she  was  not  over- 
whelmed by  computer  technology, 
career-orientation,  or  instant  access 
to  an  endless  stream  of  information 
through  the  electronic  media.  This 
is  not  to  say  that  the  adolescents  of 
the  past  were  not  overwhelmed 
with  stimuli  and  pressures,  it  is  just 
that  the  modern  child-of-the- 
eighties  confronts  issues  and  situa- 
tions unlike  any  previous  genera- 
tion, and  these  issues  require 
sophisticated  information  and  keen 
decision-making  skills.  An  example 
—  all  of  our  students  come  into  con- 
tact with  computers  on  a  daily 
basis.  In  mathematics  and  science 
they  are  basic,  but  with  the  advent 
of  affordable  mini  computers  stu- 
dents can  now  write  and  store  his- 
tory and  English  papers,  Spanish, 
French  assignments  or  even  musical

compositions.  This  available  tech- 
nology represents  a  great  change 
from  the  past.  The  Academy  has 
responded  by  implementing  a  fine 
computer  system  with  the  help  of 
the  Wang  family  and  by  offering  an 
excellent  course  to  address  and 
stimulate  this  current  interest  of  our 
students  and  to  better  prepare  them 
for  life  after  GDA. 

This  constant  building  and  chang- 
ing of  the  superstructure  we  all 
know  as  Governor  Dummer 
Academy  are  vital,  exciting  and 
necessary  if  we  wish  to  remain  a 
viable  educational  institution  in  a 
changing  world.  These  changes 
force  teachers  and  the  school  in 
general  to  keep  pace  with  the  times 
and  this  is  why  the  opening  of  the 
Kaiser  Visual  Arts  Center  is  so 
timely.  Over  the  last  decade,  our 
Fine  Arts  program  has  steadily 
improved  and  expanded.  Our  stu- 
dents have  made  exemplary 
progress  in  all  aspects  of  the  Arts, 
including  music,  drama,  dance, 
photography  and  the  visual  arts. 

It  seems  that  the  current  entering 
freshman  is  even  more  artistically 
talented  and  because  of  the  infor- 
mation technology  explosion  has  a 
broader  range  of  knowledge  and 
experience  to  bring  to  the  Academy. 
This  student,  given  a  chance,  will 
offer  and  provide  much  to  his  or 
her  community.  The  Introduction  to 
the  Fine  Arts,  a  course  which  is 
offered  to  all  freshmen,  exposes 
each  student  to  music,  drama  and 
the  visual  arts.  This  program  has 
greatly  stimulated  interest  in  these 
students  and  they,  in  turn,  have 


participated  in  the  Fine  Arts  pro- 
gram. Their  participation  has 
stimulated  the  interest  of  the  com- 
munity in  general;  and  the  whole 
artistic  sphere  has  slowly  expanded 
and  been  refined.  All  one  has  to  do 
to  confirm  this  is  to  attend  a  stu- 
dent art  show,  slide  presentation, 
concert,  dance  recital  or  dramatic 
production.  Our  students  are  get- 
ting to  be  quite  proficient,  capable 
and  most  entertaining. 

The  opening  of  this  new  wonder- 
ful building  will  greatly  stimulate 
our  students'  progress.  It  is  much 
like  the  new  musical  instrument  on 
which  one  suddenly  enjoys  practic- 
ing more,  or  the  new  automobile  in 
which  one  now  finds  driving  sud- 
denly more  enjoyable.  Like  any  new 
object  or  experience,  this  new 
building  will  stimulate  interest  in 
the  arts.  It  will  stimulate  creative 
expression.  It  will  stimulate  excite- 
ment, and  it  will  stimulate  growth 
both  in  the  individuals  involved 
and  in  the  school  as  a  whole. 

The  great  Harvard  natural  scien- 
tist, Stephen  Jay  Gould,  whose  lec- 
tures on  geology  greatly  helped  me 
to  better  understand  music,  states 
that  from  a  distance  evolution 
seems  to  be  a  smooth  and  steady 
rise  from  point  A  to  point  B,  but 
this  is  an  illusion.  Upon  closer 
examination,  evolution  is  a  series  of 
cataclysms  or  major  events  or 
changes.  No  matter  whether  it  was 
the  Ice  Age  or  the  Great  Flood, 
these  cataclysms  caused  great 
change,  and  this  is  later  described 
as  progress,  the  natural  order  in 
action. 

Now  I  am  not  calling  the  new 


Kaiser  Visual  Arts  Center  a 
cataclysm,  but  it  certainly  is  a  major 
change  in  the  school.  The  evolution 
of  this  school  may  be  perceived  as 
slow  and  steady,  but  we  all  know 
that  over  the  past  two  hundred  and 
twenty-three  years  the  path  has 
been  far  from  straight  and  smooth. 
A  new  building,  a  new  facility,  a 
new  teacher,  a  new  headmaster  and 
yes,  even  deaths  and  tragedies,  all 
greatly  affect  the  growth  of  this 
institution. 

This  new  Arts  Center  is  such  an 
event.  It  represents  faith,  hope  and 
a  commitment  to  learning.  The 
changes  that  will  come  to  pass 
because  of  its  existence  are 
unimaginable.  Evolution  is  unstop- 
pable or  else  it  would  cease  to  be 
evolution,  and  you  as  alumni  are 
able  to  affect  the  growth  and 
change  in  Governor  Dummer 
Academy.  You  are  world  shapers. 

We  celebrate  the  opening  of  the 
Kaiser  Visual  Arts  Center.  Support 
from  all  segments  of  the  Governor 
Dummer  community,  students,  par- 
ents, teachers,  alumni  and  most 
importantly  from  Mr.  Edgar  F. 
Kaiser,  Jr.  made  this  dream  a  reality. 
The  Academy  is  a  much  finer 
school  for  all  these  efforts,  and  we 
are  truly  grateful  and  joyous. 

Now  it  is  time  to  use  this  mar- 
velous new  facility.  Evolution  con- 
tinues. .  .the  future  begins  now.

The  Spring  Term  Project  was  a 
perfect  way  to  test  out  the  role  of  art 
in  my  life.  The  free  time  afforded  by 
the  spring  term  would  allow  me  to 
actualize  greater  confidence  in  my 
work.  I  decided  to  organize  an  art 
show  with  Beth  Bertelsen  and 
Diane  Frangos.  I  knew  that  their 
input  and  creative  talent  would 
motivate  me  further.  Weeks  before 
the  spring  term  we  excitedly  dis- 
cussed our  goals  for  the  show.  We 
realized  that  we  placed  our  hopes 
high,  but  we  would  have  our  show 
nothing  less  than  best.  We  did  not 
want  to  simply  produce  an  art 
show,  but  a  commotion  among  the 
community.  We  wanted  to  create 


various  moods  throughout  our  art- 
work that  would  appeal  to  varying 
tastes  and  ages  of  our  viewers.

I  learned  so  much  from  this  posi- 
tive experience  of  the  spring  term. 
Not  only  did  I  learn  technical  skills 
from  those  who  taught  me  but  I 
also  began  to  understand  the 
intricacies  of  the  art  world  —  the  lit- 
tle secrets  that  bring  magic  to  a 
painting  or  a  sketch.  I  learned 
about  the  importance  of  art  in  the 
world  and  to  my  own  life.

Gabin,  one  teacher,  commented 
that  artists  are  making  "something 
out  of  nothing."  This  notion  was 
pleasing  to  realize,  for  it  says  the 
artist  is  really  pulling  from  within 
to  paint  what  is  imagined  or  seen. 
The  way  in  which  an  artist  attacks 
the  page  tells  much  about  his  feel- 
ings. The  artist's  role  in  life  is  a  cru- 
cial one;  while  others  may  progress 
more  quickly,  the  artist  must  take 
time  to  record  that  which  is  in  his 
mind  and  surroundings. 

Art  means  more  to  me  now  than 
ever;  it  is  an  experience  that  takes 
previous  understanding  to  fully 
appreciate  —  hence  it  is  intellectual. 
If  someone  has  talent  that  does  not 
surface,  it  is  a  shame.  Success 
should  not  be  the  first  goal;  there  is 
some  success  to  any  small  step  in 
trying  to  uncover  talent. 

Expressing  art  is  a  way  to  rise  out 
of  the  plague  of  insignificance.  And 
it  is  a  way  to  communicate  with 
others,  oneself  and  nature.  By 
becoming  intensely  appreciative 
and  fascinated  with  art  and  its  com- 
plexities, I  became  more  grateful  for 
the  art  and  person  inside  me.  Art 
has  enabled  me  to  believe  more  in 
myself  as  it  allows  me  a  means  to 
communicate  my  understanding  of 
and  sensitivity  to  the  world  around 
me.  That  world  becomes  more  pre- 
cious to  me  as  I  look  at  it  more  care- 
fully through  the  eyes  of  art.

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Beth  Bertelesen:  Artist 

Since  the  summer  before  my  senior 
year,  when  I  took  two  summer 
courses  at  the  Art  Institute  of 
Boston,  I  had  been  hoping  to  do  a 
senior  project  involving  art.  In  fact, 
before  I  even  began  my  Spring  Term 
Project  I  had  set  up  four  major 
goals  to  accomplish.  The  first  was 
to  organize  and  take  an  advanced 
placement  exam  in  studio  art.  The 
second  was  to  take  three  diverse 
courses  at  Montserrat  School  of 
Visual  Art  in  Beverly,  Massachu- 
setts. The  third  was  to  experiment 
in  new  mediums  that  I  had  not 
previously  used.  The  last  and 
perhaps  most  obvious  of  the  four 
goals  was  to  present  to  the 
independent  study  committee  and 
the  student  body  on  June  3rd  at 
least  six  major  works  illustrating  my 
artistic  progress  and  growth  during 
the  spring. 

At  Montserrat  School  of  Visual 
Art  I  attended  three  three-hour 
morning  classes  per  week  —  basic 
drawing,  watercolors  and  life  draw- 
ing. My  watercolor  class  was  quite  a 
challenge.  I  found  this  medium 
extremely  difficult  and  slightly  dis- 
couraging. The  figure  drawing  class 
was  interesting.  My  teacher  called 
"a  spade  a  spade"  in  no  uncertain 
terms.  He  was  extremely  critical 
and  compliments  were  rarely  given 
out.  By  the  last  class,  I  was  quite 
pleased  with  my  achievement,  and 
even  he  slipped  out  a  compliment.  I 
can  now  look  at  the  human  body  as 
a  landscape,  not  just  a  torso,  two 
arms,  two  legs  and  a  head. 


My  basic  drawing  course  was 
definitely  a  worthwhile  experience. 
I  found  it  to  be  quite  rewarding.  In 
this  class  I  concentrated  mostly  on 
pastels.  My  teacher  opened  my 
mind  to  new  concepts  that  I  had 
never  really  thought  about.  I 
learned  linear  perspective,  which 
involves  the  use  of  scale,  overlap- 
ping, and  convergence.  Also,  I 
learned  about  the  importance  of 
aerial  perspective  in  a  drawing  — 
making  use  of  clarity  and  focus, 
value  and  range,  and  using  the 
darkest  darks  with  the  lightest 
lights.  Her  criticism  was  far  more 
positive  than  that  of  my  figure 
drawing  instructor.  She  would 
show  the  works  of  inspirational 
artists  like  Gustave  Klimt  and  Wolf 
Kahn  to  make  her  points. 

When  not  in  class,  I  made  an 
effort  to  try  new  mediums  and 
styles.  I  felt  that  this  was  an  impor- 
tant way  to  grow.  I  switched  from 
doing  abstract  works  to  doing  more 
detailed  pieces.  I  also  used  oil 
paints  for  the  first  time  along  with 
oil  pastels.  I  tried,  at  one  point,  to 
do  some  graphic  design  work,  but  I 
found  it  too  hard  to  do  without 
some  sort  of  formal  training. 
Although  I  had  used  soft  pastels 
before  my  project,  through 
experimenting  I  have  learned  to  use 
colors  much  better.  "Not  all  skies 
are  blue."  At  one  point,  I  drew  a 
woods  scene  with  red  trees  and  yel- 
low houses,  and  it  turned  out  sur- 
prisingly well. 
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My  works  exhibited  on  June  3rd 
are  representative  of  my  struggle  for 
diversity  and  experimentation. 
Perhaps  the  best  example  of  this  are 
the  two  hibiscus.  I  did  one  in  oil 
pastel  and  the  other  in  soft  pastel. 
The  effects  were  quite  unique.  The 
oil  pastel  looked  rather  abstract 
while  the  soft  pastel  was  muted  and 
more  realistic. 

I  worked  the  longest  on  my  vase 
filled  with  tulips.  I  did  most  of  the 
detailing  on  the  tulips,  spending 
hours  on  each  individual  flower. 
With  the  vase  and  table,  though,  I 
did  less  detail  because  I  was  con- 
cerned with  their  shape  and  color.  I 
hoped  that  this  would  draw  one's 
attention  towards  the  flowers,  mak- 
ing them  the  focal  point  of  my 
drawing. 


The  work  that  I  enjoyed  doing  the 
most  was  the  pastel  of  my  prom 
dress.  Ms.  Corcoran  liked  it  so  well 
that  she  displayed  it  in  the  Bradley 
Arts  Festival.  In  this  piece,  not  only 
did  I  capture  the  colors  well  but  I 
captured  the  texture,  expecially  in 
the  sofa. 

As  a  result  of  this  spring  term,  I 
feel  I  have  gained  more  self- 
confidence.  I  am  less  intimidated  by 
new  art  mediums  and  concepts. 
Also,  I  learned  the  importance  of 
structuring  my  time.  Yet,  through- 
out this  project,  I  taught  myself  to 
settle  down  and  get  things  done. 
Without  this  project  I  would  never 
have  been  able  to  complete  my 
Advanced  Placement  course.  In 
retrospect,  this  project  was  a  great 
personal  success.  I  realized  I  have 
so  much  more  to  learn  in  art  and  I 
am  excited  about  going  to  Lake 
Forest  and  majoring  in  art  and  art 
history. 


The  photography  curriculum 
at  Governor  Dummer  Academy 
has  been  greatly  enhanced  with 
the  addition  of  the  new  studio 
within  the  Kaiser  Visual  Arts 
Center.  The  darkroom,  large 
enough  to  hold  a  class  of  twelve 
students,  is  completely  equipped 
for  developing  and  printing.  The 
all-purpose  studio  serves  as  a 
classroom  and  has  two  film- 
loading  closets,  finishing  tanks 
and  tables,  drying  racks,  light 
tables  and  student  lockers.  Adja- 
cent to  the  studio  is  a  beautiful 
photography  exhibit  area  with 
indirect  and  spot  lighting. 

Currently,  24  students  are 
enrolled  in  the  basic  photogra- 
phy course.  The  studio  is  open 
Saturday  mornings  for  indepen- 
dent study. 

Nearly  all  of  the  photographs 
in  The  Governor  (newspaper) 
and  Milestone  (yearbook)  are 
taken,  developed  and  printed  by 
students.

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Alumni  Profile:  Morocco  Flowers 


A  vibrant,  young  photographer  is 
emerging  among  the  ranks  of  many 
aspiring  commercial  artists  in  the 
Boston  area;  he  is  Morocco  Flowers. 
Morocco,  class  of  70,  recently  dis- 
played some  of  his  work  during 
Alumni  &  Reunion  Weekend  when 
his  classmates  gathered  in  the 
Kaiser  Visual  Arts  Center  to 
celebrate  their  fifteenth  reunion. 

A  native  of  Georgia,  Morocco 
came  north  in  the  fall  of  1968  to  pre- 
pare for  college.  He  spent  his  junior 
and  senior  years  at  Governor  Dum- 
mer  Academy,  where  he  described 
the  arts  program  then  as  "like  most 
other  secondary  schools.  Art  was 
considered  a  hobby  —  a  diversion 
—  and  one  took  an  art  course  to  be 
the  well-rounded  student  for  col- 
lege. At  that  time,  the  art  studio 
was  below  the  school  auditorium 
and  the  only  reason  I  discovered  it 
was  when  I  was  involved  in  paint- 
ing sets  for  the  school  play." 

During  his  years  at  Boston  Col- 
lege, Morocco  became  a  contribut- 
ing photographer  to  the  student 
newspaper  and  yearbook.  His 
interest  in  photography  was  still 
purely  avocational.  However,  it 
wasn't  until  he  had  to  fulfill  a 
science  requirement  for  graduation 
that  his  serious  work  in  photogra- 
phy began.  One  of  the  physics 
professors  was  offering  an  environ- 
mental ecology  course,  and  instead 
of  writing  a  term  paper  Morocco 
produced  a  photo  essay  on  the  tim- 
ber industry  and  the  effects  of  pol- 
lution to  the  streams  of  his  native 
county  in  Georgia.  The  professor 
was  so  impressed  with  Morocco's 
work  that  when  he  received 
approval  to  teach  a  photo  course  for 
scientific  study,  he  chose  Morocco 
to  be  his  teaching  assistant.  From 


this  experience  he  gained  an 
appreciation  for  the  technical 
accuracies  which  a  photograph  can 
lend  to  a  scientist  —  a  path  which 
ultimately  carried  him  to  work  with 
computer  and  high  tech  firms  in 
greater  Boston. 

Between  his  years  as  a  graduate 
assistant  and  a  bona-fide  commer- 
cial photographer,  Morocco  spent 
two  years  as  a  free-lance  artist  for  a 
Massachusetts  labor  union  newslet- 
ter. He  recalls  that  experience  as 
"favorable  yet  limiting  in  its  scope.  I 
was  charged  with  developing  pro- 
files of  their  employees  which 
described  the  many  public  services 
which  the  union  provided  the 
state's  residents.  One  interesting 
story  we  produced  was  on  the  first 
woman  forest  ranger  in 
Massachusetts." 

As  a  commercial  photographer, 
Morocco's  clients  now  include  cor- 
porations such  as  Prime  Computer, 
Lotus  Software,  IBM,  Kodak,  Ciao, 
Alpha  Software  and  a  multitude  of 
other  high  technology  firms.  And 
with  the  many  high-tech  firms  com- 
peting for  the  public's  attention,  an 
increasing  degree  of  importance 
needs  to  be  placed  on  the  specific 
marketing  of  their  products.  With 
this  concept  in  mind,  Morocco 
described  his  current  work  as  "lean- 
ing towards  photo  illustration  — 
strong  graphic  shots.  Many  of  the 
photos  I  take  have  absolutely  noth- 
ing to  do  with  the  product  the  com- 
pany is  trying  to  promote." 

When  asked  about  the  prolifera- 
tion of  videotape  technology  and  its 
potential  impact  on  photography  as 
an  art  medium,  Morocco 
responded,  "I  don't  think  video  will 
ever  eclipse  still  photography 


because  photography  gives  one  a 
permanent  record  and  a  richness  of 
the  fleeting  —  of  the  moment.  In 
fact,  the  video  revolution,  especially 
music  videos,  are  quite  closely 
related  to  the  images,  color  choices 
and  poses  taken  from  still 
photography." 

Reflecting  on  his  years  at  Gover- 
nor Dummer  Academy  and  the 
missed  opportunities  for  growth 
and  learning,  Morocco  stated,  "I 
was  so  close  to  Boston  and  I  didn't 
take  the  time  to  see  plays,  to  hear 
the  symphony,  or  to  visit  a  gallery. 
Today's  students  are  being 
introduced  to  art  as  a  serious 


endeavor  at  an  earlier  age.  They 
also  have  the  facilities  available  to 
them,  the  new  Kaiser  Arts  Center, 
which  will  allow  them  to  discover 
their  talents  as  aspiring  artists.  Even 
if  they  choose  not  to  pursue  a 
career  in  the  arts,  the  appreciation 
and  the  understanding  for  art  will 
be  in  place  because  they  will  have 
had  exposure  to  them  in  their 
education." 

Is  he  satisfied  with  his  career 
choice?  Morocco  adds,  "Making  a 
living  as  a  commercial  artist  is  prob- 
ably the  purest  form  of  a  love-hate 
relationship  that  one  can  find.  You 
are  taking  someone  else's  ideas  and 
improving  or  modifying  them  to 
bring  a  sense  of  reality.  It's  your  cre- 
ation and  yet  it's  not  your  entire 
work,  but  the  times  that  I  can  be 
creative  make  me  really  love  my 
work." 
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Alumni  Profile:  Jon  Sanders  '85 


Do  the  words  "daffy,"  "triple 
twister,"  "spread  eagle,"  "back  lay- 
out," "pole  flip,"  and  "double  axle" 
mean  anything  to  you?  To  Jon 
Sanders  '85,  they  are  the  tools  of  his 
trade  as  a  world-class  freestyle 
skier.  This  young  graduate  has 
accumulated  a  raft  of  trophies  and 
honors  in  his  ten  years  of  active 
competition  as  a  freestyle  skier, 
including  an  invitation  to  join  the 
U.S.  National  Freestyle  Ski  Team  as 
a  result  of  his  fine  standing  at  the 
1985  national  championships  held 
this  past  April  in  Winter  Park, 
Colorado. 

An  avid  skier  who  chose  freestyle 
skiing  over  alpine  racing  "because 
of  the  sameness  of  the  ski  race,"  Jon 
Sanders  views  his  sport  as  a  combi- 
nation of  creativity  and  athletic 
talent.  Like  the  divisions  in  alpine 
skiing  (slalom,  giant  slalom  and 
downhill),  freestyle  skiing  is 
divided  into  three  categories  for 
competition:  aerial,  ballet  and 
mogul  skiing.  One  can  specialize  in 
one  event  or  compete  as  a  com- 
bined events  skier;  Sanders  is  the 
latter.  In  the  aerial  event,  a  skier  is 
judged  on  the  difficulty  of  a  jump, 
the  execution  of  a  move(s)  in  mid- 
air, and  the  landing;  the  format  is 
very  similar  to  competitive  diving. 
In  the  ballet,  one  skis  to  music 
down  a  gently  sloping  hill,  per- 
forming a  series  of  intricate  moves 
with  the  body,  ski  poles  and  skis. 
One  is  judged  on  the  choregraphy 
with  the  music,  balance  and  execu- 
tion of  moves  as  well  as  their 
degree  of  difficulty.  This  event  most 
closely  parallels  freestyle  figure 
skating  or  floor  gymnastics.  The 


third  event,  mogul  skiing,  combines 
balance,  agility,  and  quickness  with 
sheer  body  strength  as  one  skis 
down  a  50°  slope  into  bumps  com- 
ing one  right  after  another. 

Jon's  most  recent  accomplish- 
ments on  the  competitive  circuit 
during  1985  include:  a  third  place 
for  combined  events  in  the  Junior 
World  Championships  in  France,  a 
ninth  place  for  combined  in  the 
U.S.  National  Championships,  a 
third  place  for  combined  in  the 
Eastern  U.S.  Championships,  a  fifth 
place  combined  in  the  Japanese 
Invitational  Championships  and 
selection  to  the  25-member  United 
States  Freestyle  Ski  Team. 

For  the  Sanders  family,  skiing  is  a 
very  important  part  of  their  leisure 
activity.  Jon  simply  stated,  "Every- 
one in  my  family  skis.  My  father 
has  been  active  in  professional 
freestyle  skiing  for  many  years  at 
Waterville  Valley.  Father  Jack 
Sanders  is  currently  a  member  of 
the  United  States  Ski  Association's 
National  Freestyle  Competition 
Committee  which  oversees  and 
sanctions  all  freestyle  events.  When 
Jon  competed  in  France,  the  entire 
family  went  to  watch  him.  "My  par- 
ents are  very  supportive  and  always 
try  to  attend  my  meets  when  they 
can." 


winter  and  early  spring.  During  his 
time  at  GDA,  Jon  distinguished 
himself  as  a  pole  vaulter,  setting  a 
new  school  record  by  vaulting  13 
feet  1  inch  against  Worcester 
Academy.  The  old  record  had  stood 
for  sixteen  years. 

Also  looming  in  the  near  future 
for  Jon  are  the  1988  Winter  Olym- 
pics in  Calgary,  Alberta  where 
freestyle  skiing  will  be  a  demonstra- 
tion sport.  With  continued  lobbying 
from  nations  to  the  International 
Olympic  Committee,  freestyle  ski- 
ing should  become  a  competitive 
sport  by  the  1992  Winter  Olympics. 
According  to  Jon,  the  nations  which 
currently  have  the  top  freestyle 
skiers  are  Canada,  combined  and 
aerials;  West  Germany,  ballet;  and 
France  and  the  United  States, 
mogul  skiing.  Jon  quickly  added, 
though,  "The  U.S.  is  going  to  have 
a  very  strong  team  in  a  few  years. 
The  Canadians  are  very  good,  too, 
but  there  are  many  fine  skiers  com- 
ing up  in  the  U.S.  and  we  have  the 
finest  coaching  staff  in  freestyle 
skiing." 

With  good  fortune  and  continued 
training  and  practice  on  his  part, 
the  name  Jon  Sanders  should  figure 
very  prominently  in  the  United 
States'  rise  to  gain  greater  world- 
wide recognition  in  the  sport  of 
freestyle  skiing. 


This  fall  Sanders  is  attending  the 
University  of  Vermont  where  he 
hopes  to  combine  his  skiing  with 
academic  study.  A  four-year  student 
at  Governor  Dummer  Academy,  Jon 
was  successful  in  juggling  his 
demanding  academic  commitments 
while  maintaining  a  hectic  travel 
and  competition  schedule  which 
spanned  a  five-month  period  in  the

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Giving  to  Governor  Dummer  Academy 

"I  give,  devise,  and  bequeath,  unto  the  Rev.  Mr.  Thomas  Foxcroft  and  Rev.  Dr.  Charles  Chauncey 
and  Mr.  Nathaniel  Dummer  of  Newbury  in  the  county  of  Essex,  my  dwelling  house  and  farm  and 
all  my  real  estate  lying  and  being  in  Newbury  upon  this  special  use  and  trust  ...  of  erecting,  building 
and  finishing  a  grammar  school  house..." 

(excerpted  from  the  will  of  Lt.  Governor  William  Dummer,  1761) 


Governor  Dummer  Academy,  the  nation's 
oldest  preparatory  school  for  boys,  received  its 
humble  beginnings  in  1761  when  Lt.  Governor 
William  Dummer  had  a  vision  of  a  grammar 
school  on  his  Newbury  estate.  Not  only  does  the 
Academy  owe  its  very  existence  to  a  bequest,  but 
over  the  years  Governor  Dummer  Academy's 
continued  strength  and  well-being  have  been 
greatly  enhanced  by  the  bequests  of  many 
individuals. 

We  would  like  to  make  two  points  in  this 
article:  first,  the  importance  of  having  a  will,  and 
second,  through  one's  will  of  having  the 
opportunity  to  help  an  institution  one  cares 
about  deeply. 

The  need  for  an  up-to-date  will  has  always 
been  stressed.  Yet,  even  in  today's  age  of 
sophistication  and  education  about  financial 
planning  and  caring  for  one's  estate  distribution, 
all  too  often  we  continue  to  hear  of  people  who 
die  without  a  will  or  without  a  current  will.  The 
attitude  of  "Nothing  will  happen  to  me.",  "I 
don't  need  a  will.",  "My  estate  is  too  small,"  or 


"I'll  wait  until  tomorrow,"  all  too  often 
dominates  one's  thinking.  Likewise,  often  there 
is  a  change  in  a  person's  family  life  (death, 
divorce,  move)  which  may  affect  one's  thinking 
about  distribution  of  the  estate.  All  states  have 
intestate  (no  will  at  death)  laws  outlining  the 
distribution  of  one's  estate.  Writing  a  will  is 
painless,  not  that  expensive  and  a  way  to  fulfill 
one's  wishes.  Whether  or  not  a  charitable  bequest 
is  to  be  made  is  not  now  the  point.  The  point  is 
to  suggest  that  it  is  proper  to  have  a  will  so  that 
one's  assets  will  be  distributed  as  one  chooses. 

The  second  point  is  to  urge  you  to  consider  a 
bequest  to  Governor  Dummer  Academy.  Through 
a  bequest  many  people  are  able  to  give  a  much 
larger  gift  than  they  perhaps  thought  possible.  A 
bequest  may  be  named  to  honor  a  loved  one,  may 
be  designated  for  scholarships,  for  a  specific 
academic  or  program  area,  or  for  the  general 
support  of  the  Academy.  Bequests  to  charitable 
institutions  range  from  the  small  to  the  very, 
very  sizeable.  If  your  will  has  already  been 
written,  it  is  a  simple  process  to  add  a  codicil 
should  you  be  so  inclined.
